Lincoln, Noli., Nov. 17. The follow- 
ing circular has boun addressed by Presi- 
dent Fitzgerald to various branches of the 
Irish national league : 
"To the officers and members of the Irish 
national league of America: 

"The foulest conspiracy known to 
British history, since the (lays of Titus 
Oates, has been entered into by tho 
present government of England under 
cover of the London Times newspaper, 
for the purpose of thwarting the efforts oi 
Mr. Parnell and his colleagues to secure 
by constitutional agitation the legislative 
rights of the Irish people. Failing by 
every other device known to the tyrant 
and oppressor to suppress the aspirations 
of men who struggling for liberty already 
begin to breathe its atmosphere, this Tory 
government, beaten m its role of the tiger, 
now descends to the slimy methods of tho 
serpent. Salisbury and his cabinet have 
stooped to employ moral bravos, forgers, 
perjurers and outcasts of society, to for- 
swear tho characters of the Irish leaders 
anil thus drive them from public life, hop- 
ing thereby to force the Irish people to 
adopt as their only alternative a policy of 
violence and despair a policy which in 
Ireland's poverty and helplessness could 
only end in their destruction. Even in 
this lasl infamous design, this most des- 
picable of all British governments begins 
to fear exposure of its unexampled turpi- 
tude. The royal commission created by 

the lory government, and framed with u 
view to accord Parnell und ins friends 
only that medium of justice which even 
corruption must pay to public decency, 
has proved itself incapable of descending 
In the level of lory baseness. The open- 
ing statement of the Atttoruey-general 
lias failed in its vile intentions. Several 
of the witnesses have, under cross-examin- 
ation, made admissions damaging to tho_ 
eiiomios of Parnell, rather than lo him- 
self and colleagues. The evidence the 
Irish leaders are prepared to oiler will 
prove beyond doubt the infamy of the 
government and its mask, the London 
Times, in attempting by means of forged 
letters to destroy not only the representa- 
tive of the Irish people, but the venerable 
statesman, who is the leader 
of the British liberals, and who 
has dared to inaugurate a policy 
of justice and conciliation betweon tho 
people of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Baffled ut every point of its ignoble and 
malicious course, the Salisbury cabinet is 
now striving to keep hack the damning 
evidence held by the Irish lenders, by 
prolonging and extending the commission, 
and consequently increasing the enormous 
costs, in the hope of compelling Mr. Par- 
nell to abandon the ease for want of funds 
to meet the heavy expenditures forced 
upon him and his friends. Irishmen of 
America, you have nobly supported and 
encouraged Mr. Parnell in his contest 
with the enemies of Ireland. Ho stands 
now befoie the bar of British public opin- 
ion to answer the charges of his villainous 
conspirators, with English secret service 
money at their backs. Will you halt now ! 
Will you by apathy and indifference aid 
the foul conspiracy that seeks to morally 
assassinate the foremost man of tho Irish 
people Concentrated in him to-day are 
tho callings and aspirations of the world- 
wide Irish race, ami shall Charles Stewart 
Parnell become the victim of tho forger 
and perjurer because he has not the 
money that necessity will compel him 
to expend to defeat the machinations 
of Ins and Ireland's enemies. To harbor 
such thoughts will be an insult to every 
man of Irish blood. Come, then, to the 
rescue of the man who stands as the ideal 
representative of our race to-day. We 
have fought our great constitutional battle 
in America. The heat of the contest is 
over, and now let Irishmen of every poli- 
tical shade juin in a friendly grasp and 
pledge their aid to our brothers beyond 
the sea. Every branch of the league is 
most earnestly requested to raise at once 
a Parnell defence fund and remit the 
same its speedily as possible to Rev. Chas. 
O'Reilly, D.D., Detroit, Mich. The 
urgency is very great. Ireland speaks by 
the voice of Charles Stewart Parnell ; ho 
asks assistance for tho cause of mother- 
land rather than for the cause of personal 
defence. He asks your help in the name 
of the living and by the memory of the 
dend. I will answer for you. You never 
failed Ireland in the past, and you will 
not fail her now.

BRITISH COLUMBIA ABROAD. 

One of Victoria's Pioneer Citizens Talks of 
Its Progress and Trade— A New In- 
dustry to lie Established. 

Sir. and Mrs. Alexander Phillips, who 
have been making an extended trip to the 
east, will arrive home to-night. About 
two weeks ago, Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
were in Indianapolis, visiting the family 
of Mr. Harry Solomon, Mrs. Phillips and 
Mrs. Solomon being sisters, and not hav- 
ing seen each other for thirty-seven years. 
During their stay in Indianapolis, Mr. 
Phillips was interviewed by a reporter of 
the Journal, and that paper says : 
Mr. Phillips is a hearty-looking man of 
about sixty-five, and is a native of Eng- 
land. "About tho biggest, story I shall 
have to tell about Indianapolis when I go 
home," said he, "will be in reference to 
tho natural gas. Of cotirso, wo have all 
read about it, but a person has no idea of 
of what it is to a community until ho actu- 
ally sees it, Mid I don't expect they will 
believe more than one-half I will have to 
toll them about it. Tho United States 
has made Home big changes since I lirat 
knew it. I was ono of the original '40ers, 
and wont through all the gold excitement 
in California. I went from there in L8o'2 
to Victoria mid am considered ono of tho 
oldest settlers. It was then a trading post 
of the Hudson's Bay Company. Tho 
utoros were log houses and an immense 
business was done with tho Indians 
for hundreds of miles around. Thero 
were very few white men there, but now 
it iB a city of sixteen thousand people. 
Tho Hudson Bay Company haa great 
stores and warehouses now in place of the 
log ones. ( Hir greatest business is in coal, 
furs and lish. There are large canning 
establishments and canned fish are shipped 
from thero to all parts of the world. Tho 
day Toftine away there wore four car-loads 
of sealskins shipped by tho Canadian Pa- 
ciGc railroad for England. They wore the 
catch of English Hchoonora that had es- 
caped tho vigilance of tho United States. 
Tho furs wore salted and packed in bar- 
rels and tho whole cargo was of immense 
value, but you would never hnvo thought 
from looking at then that they would 



ever make sealskin sacques or clonks. 
Near Victoria there is alsn a port where 
the English navy relit, and Esquimalt is 
one of tho lineat harbors in the world. 
Victoria is also a point where one can 
take a car direct through from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic ocean, and it is aiso the 
shortest trip by about a day." 

"How about the climate 1" tho reporter 
asked. 

"I find that you Eastern people all seem 
to think that we have a very cold climate. 
It is not bo cold there as it is hero. We 
never have more than six weoks of 
winter. Ice was selling there thia summer 
for 81.50 per hundred pounds, and I have 
a com mission to buy an ice machine for a 
firm there while I am ill the States, hb ice 
can be nnnufaotured cheaper than it can 
be packed. The climate is mild enough 
to raise good grain, and we took the prize 
for the best wheat ut London two years 
ago. The raising of grain is quite an in- 
dustry at Victoria, but we have the finest 
lish hi the world, and that is the great in- 
dustry. There are a great many Indians 
there still, but not like there wore when I 
tirst reached I be place. They are dying 
out like they do everywhere else when 
they come in contact with white men. 
They are mostly Flatheads, Pugcts and 
Queen Charlotte Indians, and they live 
almost altogether by hunting and lishiug. 
They bring their catch of lish into town 
and sell it. very cheap. Ono queer fish they 
catch they call onlauhau, or candle-fish, 
and when dried it will burn slowly like a 
candle, and give a brilliant light. It is 
also a splendid table fish, better than any 
I ever tasted anywhere."

V. s. Minister lo Spain, 

Washington, Nov. 17.— Perry Bel- 
mont, representative in Congress of the 
first dist rict of New York, has accepted 
the appointment of U. S. Minister to 
Spain, to succeed J, L. McCurrie, re- 
signed. Mr. Belmont will at once send 
in his resignation as representative to the 
governor, as he wishes to sail for Spain as 
soon as possible. His place will be filled 
probably by special election.

P. A.I 
London, Nov. 17.— The massing of 
Russian troops on the German and 
Austrian frontiers is causing an uneasy 
feeling in diplomatic circles. The 
strengthening of tho Russian frontier 
forces is undoubtedly the result of the 
Slav agitation now going on in Bosnia, 
Herzegovina and the Balkan states, and is 
regarded by the Russian authorities as a 
necessary preparation ill view of the in- 
surrectionary fueling prevailing among the 
peoples of these small states, especially in 
Servia, where King .Milan's divorce bus so 
sharply divided the Servians, that an out- 
break is possible any moment, Austria 
has been quietly reinforcing her garrisons 
in Bosnia and Llorzegovinia.aud has made 
preparations to send a force into Servia in 
tho event of n formidable outbreak there. 
Russia has notified the dual monarchy 
that if Austrian troops entered Servin 
Russian troops would immediately occupy 
Bulgaria, and that it was no idle threat is 
indicated by two more divisions being 
added to each of the frontier garrisons. 
The fact is the leading statesmen now be 
lieve that Ihe issue caused b} the 
Russian-Turkish war .if 1877 was settled 
in such a way as to make it exceedingly 
difficult tn keep the peace. The appeal • 
ance of 

AUSTRIA IN BOSNIA 

and Herzegovinia, which was then hailed 
by central Buropen powers as " Glad tio- 
ings of great joy," is now admitted by the 
representatives of those powers to bo by 
far the most serious obstacles in the way 
of lasting peace. It is dillicult to induce 
Russians to refrain from occupying Bul- 
garia when they see Austria in Bosnia. 
Rightly or wrongly, they regard Austrian 
occupation of Bosnia and Herzegovinia as 
an encroachment upon a purely Slav 
wold, to which they cannot and will not 
consent. Tho thought of Austria in Bos- 
nia annoys tho Russians almost as much 
as thu thought of the Gentians in Alsace 
annoys the French. And the cause of 
alarm is tho strong feeling of jealousy be- 
tween Franco and Italy, arising out of 
their rivalry on the Mediterranean sea- 
board, which is becoming dangerously ac- 
centuated. Italy cannot get over the 
seizure by France of Tripoli, while France 
views with distrust the increasing prepon- 
derance of Italy in Egyptian affairs, and 
moreover dislikes the position she has as- 
sumed on the Red Sea. Sooner or later 
this smouldering jealousy must break out 
into open flame, and Italy is wise in her 
generation in securing beforehand the 
sympathy if not open support of Ger- 
many. When Bismarck seized Alsacc- 
Loraiuo he did much to help forward the 
development of Italy. From that mo- 
ment, if not safe from French aggression, 
she, at least, could feel sure that Germany 
for her own sake would never allow her 
to be crushed by her powerful neighbor. 
As long as Italy makes use of the combin- 
ation ill the intorosts of her own peaceful 
development, no ono can blaino hor; but 
it will bo

In 
practice there is littlo difference, except 
that the post at Washington is regarded 
as inferior to that at seven of the European 
capitals, and that the best men aim at an 
embassy which carries with it a higher sal- 
ary and higher pension. 

It is an open secret that many of the 
ablest men who are educated in the pas- 
tor's college are out of sympathy with 
Spurgeon in his down grade controversy, 
and it is now stated that some sixty 
of his former students remain outside 
the reorganization he has formed for test- 
ing the doctrinal soundness of those who 
have received thoir theological training 
at that institution.

AN EVIL HAY FOR EUROPE 

If she and Germany, tempted by the fact 
that France is sandwiched between them 
both, should break out into open aggres- 
sion in ordor to crush the life out of the 
French nation. 

English politicians generally condemn 
Salisbury's policy in joining Germany in 
tho East African blockade. They claim 
that the slave trade is a blind, and is con- 
trary to evidence, and asks if this is the 
price for help against Franco in matters 
Egyptian. England's pr. spects in East 
Africa are by no means cheerful ones. No, 
the plain fact is that though England has 
no political foothold at Zanzibar, the place 
is nevertheless a British Indian settle- 
ment. The greatness of England's intor- 
ust and the weakness of her legal position 
constitute a very unfortunate combination, 
that is, if Bismarck believing, or 
pretending to believe, that all 
Gorman troubles come through the 
Sultan's intrigues, should some day 
lay violont hands on Zanzibar. Such a 
step would certainly endanger the good 
relations of the two countries. The in- 
definite boundaries, too, of the respective 
"spheres of influence" of the two powers 
are reasonably sure to cause future diffi- 
culty. It ia impossible to look at the map 
of Africa on which the respective agree- 
ments and claims of different European 
countries are indicated, w ithout coming 
to the conclusion that tho germs of any 
number of wars lurk in the present chaotic 
and absurd arrangements. Certainly a 
serious struggle can only bo avoided by a 
reasonable and conciliatory temper all 
around. It is not as if Germany were 
the only competitor with whom England 
had to deal. As far as the interior of 
Eastern Africa is concerned, England's 
intorosls are much rather with Lake Ny- 
ussa than with Lake Nyatiza, and on Lako 
NyasBii England comes ill contact with 
Portugal.

The modern tourist is u somewhat sing- 
ular being. We mean the tourist whoBe 
object it is to give the world the bunulit 
of the observations he makes. His promi- 
nent characteristic is conceit His powers 
of observation are— in liis own estimation 
— preternatural, l ie can see as much at 
a glance as an ordinary person can by the 
most patient and t lu; most minute ex- 
amination, By walking through some 
of tho streets of a town once or twice he 
can tell more about the character of its 

inhabitants, its trade, its industries, its 
resources and its history than can the tin- 
travelled citizen who has lived and labored 
in it, for a Bcoro of years or so. Tho 
author-tourist is never troubled with diffi- 
dence He knows that lie is right and 
makes all Ins statements with an air of 
confidence which is intended to create the 
impression thai ir is impossible for him to 
make a mistake. This kind of traveller 
possesses one quality which is truly re- 
markable. He endows everyone with 
whom he comes in contact with his own 
infallibility. Those from whom he derives 
his information cannot he in error. Their 
ideas about men and„thing8 ure correct 
and free from prejudice. Uo hears 
what they have to say with child- 
like faith, sots it down in his notes 
and transfers it to his hook or news- 
paper correspondence with the utmost 
fidelity. To bin! I hat impressions gained 
in the Courso ol a flying visit in company 
with persons who are perhaps interested 
in getting him to represent their views 
ami to serve their interests, are not to be 
recsiiud wt : ; implicit, faith is in his opin- 
ion, nothing less than Mat blasphemy. 
But, unfortunately, the public do not al- 
ways lake the tourist's account of Ilia tra- 
vels at his own estimate of its value. Ir- 
reverent, presumptuous persons now and 
then take the liberty of questioning the 
accuracy of the statements which he sends 
forth to the world.

RECALCITRANT. 

The colony of Queensland is giving the 
Home Government trouble. It refuses to 
accept the governor chosen for it by the 
Downing Street authorities. Sir H. A. 
Blake is evidently not vwsona grata in 
Queensland, The people of that colony 
disapprove of htm and they have aent tho 
Colonial Minister Word that they will not 
have him. Here is presumption. To 
think of inert' colonists refusing to accept 
the governor chosen for them by the Im- 
perial Government 1 How very shocking. 
But it appears that these sturdy colonists 
as they have to pay their Lieut. -Governor 
believe that they ought to have a voice in 
his selection, or at any rate that a man of 
whom they do not approve shall not be 
thrust upon them against their will. 
There was a time when the remonstrai ce 
of the colonists would be treated with 
contempt by the officials in Downing 
Street, but that time is past. Colonies 
have grown into importance and have made 
their influence felt in official circles 
at home. The probability is that 
the appointment of Sir II. A. 
Blake will be cancelled and that a man of 
wider experience and more acceptable to 
the people of Queensland will be sent out 
as their Governor, if does not appear 
very clear in the telegram why the 
Queenslanders object so very strongly to 
Sir. H. A. Blake. He has very little 
experience, it is true, but he may, never- 
theless, make an excellent Governor, A 
capable man soon learns, and we should 
think that the people of Queensland 
would prefer a young man of ability who 
would be likely to be guided by the ad- 
vice of his ministers than an older and 
more experienced man, who might not so 
readily adapt himself to the condition of 
the country.

AS OTHER WORLDS SEE US. 



A Description for Scientific ami Imagina- 
tive Folks. 

Throughout the long night of SIH hours, 
the side of the moon toward us is lighted 
by a magnificent reflector of the sun's 
rays. Always remaining In one fixed 
spot In tho heavens, while sun and stars 
go by in regular cycles of 2Hy, terrestrial 
dnys, the earth— as the moon may see it — 
passes through the phases from first, 
quarter to full and to lust quarter, shin- 
ing at the lunar midnight with a light 
fourteen times stronger than that of our 
full moon. 

To our satellite, gravitating around us 
at a distance of 240,000 miles, the earth 
then appears four times as broad and 
thirteen times as great in area as the 
moon appears to us. As daylight spreads 
over this part of tho moon, the earth 
dwindles away to a thin crescent and 
finally disappears at the moment of uew 
earth. 

Passing to its sister planets, we find tho 
earth has lost its Imposing appearance. 
To Mercury, 87,000,000 miles from the sun, 
the earth is an external planet, having 
the light of a first, magnitude stur, and 
analogous with Jupiter as seen hy uh, to 
Venus, 68,000,000 miles from (be sun, our 
globe exceeds the stars In brilliancy, and 
has a perceptible diameter, with i lie moon 
pi .inly visible near the disk. To Mars, 
145,000,000 miles from the sun. the aspect 
of the earth is very like that exhibited to 
us by the beautiful planet Venus; but to 
the giant Jupiter, 499,000,000 from tho 
sun, our world Is only a feeble star, al- 
ways keeping wit hiu 12" of tbo sun. To 
Saturn the earth Is separated from the 
sun by 0", to Uranus by a*, aud to Nep- 
tuue by bill 2*. 

"Immersed in a luminous fascicle of so- 
lar rays," says M. J. Leotard, ''our globe 
Is entirely invisible lo these planets ot 
tho system to which it belongs. The 
earth Is unkuown to those worlds, which 
are relatively near and are connected, 
like it,, with the destinies of tho sun; and 
the existence upon it of the intelligent 
race which believes itself to be alone lit 
the universe is unsuspected, To these 
planets neighboring our own we do uot 
exist. 

"Seen from tho nearest of the stars, the 
enormous sun that Illuminates us is itself 
no more than a Utile point, no more titan 
a minute star, wandering in tho infinite 
labyrinths of the worlds."

UNITED STATES AND EUROPE. 

Fixed Habits and Old Methods of Work- 
men In the Old World. 

Hero we've prospered in everything 
that wo have undertaken, and today we 
stand at least 100 years ahead of the 
countries of continental Europe, not only 
in our improvement in telegraphy and ail 
the mechanical arts, but in everything 
that goes to niako a nation eminently 
great, prosperous and permanent, Whilst 
they have held on with a strange und 
viseliko tenacity to their old habits and 
old ways of work, we've gone on chang- 
ing, altering, amending, always improv- 
ing. With them it seems almost a crime 
to step asitlo from the beaten track that 
their forefathers followed. 

There the workmen of today use the 
crude implements and machinery of years 
ago, things which we have long since 
discarded and replaced with improved 
tools and machinery capable of doing in- 
finitely nior- 1 and better work, nnd pro- 
ducing larger and more profitable re- 
turns. Again, thoy rarely, if ever, 
change their patterns, and some of them 
call this conservatism. Is it any wonder, 
then, that the workman who clings to his 
old fashioned patterns, looms and tools 
is badly left in tho march of progress and 
of civilization? Or that the number of 
hia patrons and tho prices of his goods 
are constantly lessening? 

Don't forget another point — while ho 
gets less for the products of his skill, we 
get considerably more, und we pay about 
tho same amount, possibly very much 
less, for the crude article than he does. 
Take it any way you like, view it in any 
phase that you please, your conclusion 
will undoubtedly be that the country in 
which such a state of things exists cannot 
keep pace with a nation whose citizens 
are more enlightened and more enterpris- 
ing. 

Of the great nations of Europe, Ger- 
many is, to my mind, far ahead of all 
others, and under the admirable and wLso 
measures proposed and fostered by Bis- 
marck it is rapidly leaving Fnince and 
England behind. Its industries axe great, 
multiplying and progressive, both in their 
number, character and capacity. So 
much have I been struck with these facts 
that I havo started a large factory there, 
and although only a twelve month old, it 
is producing very satisfactory returns. 
Germany is taking away much of tho 
French trade, and is continually on tho 
lookout for improvements in the methods 
of manufacturing her stulTs und fabrics 
and in her designs.— Interview with Mer- 
chant Wanamaker. 



Tho "Dug-Out" of tho West. 

The dug-out, in which tho hostlers of 
these western buckboard lines live, is a 
peculiar and primitive dwelling made by 
digging a hole in tho ground, laying log's 
across this hole, and heaping on top of 
thu logs, to a depth of three or four feet, 
the earth excavated from beneath. The 
door consists of a canvas flap. You lift 
this flap, duck your head until you aro 
not more than four feet tall, and enter 
tho hostler's home. At one end is a log 
bedstead with a mattress of straw. A 
hole in the center of the dirt lloor serves 
as stove and lireplace; a stool and rough 
board table complete tho furnishings, — 
Lee Meriwether in The Cosmopolitan. 



Climate of India. 
Meteorological reports from the Pun- 
jab province of British India givo a mean 
rainfall of 29.1 inchas for 1880, ranging 
from 53.3 inches at Abbotnbad to 4.8 
inches at Muzaffargarh, not including the 
extraordinary fall of 127.5 inches at 
Dharmsala. The highest temperature in 
the sun's rays was 1 83 deg. at Lahore i n 
April 28, and it ranged from 172 to 175 
deg. in the five succeeding months. The 
greatest maximum in the shade was llf; 
deg. at two stations on April 13, and the 
absolute minimum in the shade was 59 
deg. at Rawalpindi in February. — Arkan- 
eaw Traveler.

SOME CURIOUS MARRIAGE CUSTOMS. 



Latest Information of tlie Katlvea of tlio 
Ne-ir Britain Group. 

For mnrriage purposes the people of 
New Britain are divided into two olasaea 
or divisions. 

No man may niarryu woman of bis own 
class. To do so would brlnj? Instant 
destruction upon tho woman, und if not 
Immediate death to the man, his life 
would never be secure; in fact, marriage 
between a man and Woman of the same 
class is regarded in the same lis'lit a* 
bet ween brother and sister in a Christian 
community. 

As, however, children are of theirnioth- 
er's totem, it is possible for a innn to 
marry his niece, although there is a great 
repURUauce to Bitch unions umong tho 
natives. 

Preparations for marriages nro various. 
On Duko of York Island initiation Into a 
secret society seems a suflicient prepara- 
tion (though not absolutely necessary to 
marriage) for the boys, und there appears 
to ho no needful preparation for the girls. 
Ou New Ireland some gir.i wc-.r n fringe 
across their shoulders until they ure mar- 
riageable. These are the poorer classes. 

Others aro put into cages, into which 
they remain four or five years without 
being allowed to |'0 outside the house in 
which they me confined. 

These cages are conical structures 
about seven or eight feet in height, and 
ubout 10 or 12 feet in circumference at tho 
bottom. They ure made of the broad 
leaves of tho pnudmus tree, sewn quite 
close together, so that no light and very 
little air can enter. On ono side is an 
opening, which is closed by a double door 
of plaited cocoautit tree and pandanus 
tree leaves. About three feet from the 
ground there is u stage of bamboos which 
forms the lloor. 

There is only room for tho girl to sit or 
lie down iu n crouched position on tho 
bamboo platform, and her feet are never 
allowed to touch the ground all the timo 
she Is coullued in the cage. Great mar- 
riage feasts are provided for these glil . 
when they ure taken out of t he cages. 

Ou the island of New Britain wives are 
purchased with shell money, and arc 
often married at n very early age. After 
t he price lias been, decided und paid the 
girl may he taken away at once to her 
husband's house, or she may be allowed 
to remain with her friends for a consider- 
able time. 

On Duke of York Island there is gener- 
ally a marriage feast of il .superior kind 
when persons of influence are being mar- 
ried. The women of the town and sur- 
rouudiu ■; district prepare a large number 
of pudd.ngs, and many pigs are killed. 
Many presents are given to the bride in 
public, which sr'ie is expected afterwards 
to return privau'y. A cocoautit is broken 
over the beads of tho pair and the milk 
Is sprinkled upon them. After this there 
are periodical fe<i ts for a considerable 
time, the friends of the bride entertaining 
the friends of the bridegroom, and vice 
versa. 

When a man marries a second wife 
after the death of the first the female 
relatives of the dead wife gather together 
and are permitted to do as much damage 
to his property as they can. A man may 
have as muuy wives as ho can purchase, 
but If be cannot afford to buy one,und his 
credit is low, he may have to remain 
single.

THE BLACK HAND. 



Continuation 'of tiie Police Court Investigation 
-.lames A. Cohen, VV. E. VYbyte', II. H. Hey- 
woodand Hon. itnbt. Dunsiiuiir Examined 
—A Further Remaud Until Monday. 

When His Honor Judge Richards 
elbowed his way through the crowd 
that had gathered in the police 
court room yesterday morning, he found 
but one case to occupy his tiine and atten- 
tion. The sensational nature of the 
charge against Dr. Griffin, and the circum- 
stances of tho case, have made it the 
general theme of conversation, and ac- 
cordingly the court room was crowded 
with interested spectators. Shortly after 
the magistrate had taken his seat, the 
prisoner entered by the door leading to 
the cells, accompanied by his faithful wife. 
Mrs. Griffin dropped wearily into a seat 
at the end of the dock, while her husband 
passed jauntily on and took Ilia chair be- 
side Mr. Walker, his legal adviser. The 
doctor had made a careful and elaborate 
toilet. Ho wore a now tweed suit of the 
latest and most fashionable cut, white 
necktio and patent, leathers. He carried 
his glossy silk hat in his hand, and a 
choice little boquet adorned his button 
hole. As he took his seat at the table, 
with a toothpick held carelessly in his 
teeth, it was plainly to be seon that tho 
case was assuming a different aspect to 
him. On his first appearance in the 
police court ho was inclined to treat it as 
a huge joke, lit subject for a good hearty 
laugh. 

Yesterday morning he appeared cool 
and composed as usual, but his face wore 
an entirely different expression to that 
generally seen there. Determination was 
to be seen in every set line. 

Mr. James A. Cohen, printer, was the 
first witness called. The oath was being 
administered by Clerk Dewier, when Mr. 
Cohen interrupted. Addressing his hon- 
or, he said: "My time just now is very 
valuable to me. 1 would like to know if 
1 am to receive any compensation for the 
time 1 am losing by coining hero '/ 

His honor replied that every man was 
obliged to give evidence in criminal cases, 
and the examination proceeded. 

Mr. Cohen, on being sworn, said: My 
name is James A. Cohen. 1 am a printer, 
and for some time was the printer of the 
Social World. I have seen a great deal of 
Dr. Griffin's writing. Dr. Griffin did his 
own editorial work'on the Social World, 
assisted for a timo, 1 believe by "Doctor" 
Chalmers. (Copy of the Social World pro- 
duced, having on its first page writing in 
blue lead pencil.) I have seen this paper 
before. The writing in blue pencil is in 
Dr. Griffin's handwriting. I saw him 
write the words "Hon. Robert Dunsmuir" 
in my presence. (The paper was placed 
in evidence as "Exhibit J. ") 1 recognize 
these papers (oxainin ig a number of 
documents placed in his hands by Mr. 
Taylor), 1 had possession of them for 
some time. 1 recognize them by my own 
writing on them. I received these manu- 
scripts from Dr. Griffin as copy for the 
Social World. It was about four or tive 
numbers after Dt. Orillin had been over 
to Vancouver. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker — All 
tho writing, I am almost positive, is in 
the Doctor's handwriting. 

W. C. Whyte called— My name is Wil- 
liam C. Whyte. 1 livi in Victoria. (Tho 
tive thresteninjr letters received by Mr. 
Dunsmuir— exhibits A to E— produced). 
I have seen all these letters before. 1 
have tried to got letter paper similar to 
that on which these lottara are written, in 
Victoria. I succeeded in getting paper 
which I think is identical with that on 
which the five letters are written. 1 got 
it at M. W. Waitt A Co.'s. 1 tried all 
the other stationers in town. None of 
them had it. 1 enquired at Waitt's to 
whom they had sold similar paper. I have 
seen writing of Dr. Qrifhn S. I have 
compared the writing on these letters with 
writing ot his. I became ol the opinion 
that tbe prisoner, Dr. Orillin, wrote those 
let i ers to Mr. DuiiBinuir. I had illy rea- 
son.-; lor forming this opinion. The sim- 
ilarity of the handwriting hail everything 
to do with my funning this opinion. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker - I 
compared the writing on the letters sent 
io Mr. Dunsinuir, with Dr. Griffin's wri- 
ting on exhibit J and exhibit L. (Exhibit 
J previously sworn to as being Dr. Grif- 
fin's writing by Air. Cohen). It is on 
these alone thai I based my opinion, al- 
though 1 have seen other witting of Doc- 
tor ' iritlin's. 

To his honor I have lived in Victoria 
for about three years. Am accountant in 

the E. & N. Railway office, and eorres 
poildenl and pnvale secretary to Hon. 
Robert Dunsmuir. 

Henry H. Heywood, sworn: I live in 
Victoria and am acquainted with Dr. 
Oriltin. I was never in bis employ, nor 
have I ever worked with him. 1 have 
worked in the office of the Star, a news- 
paper at one timu published in Victoria. 
I have met Dr. Griffin and conversed with 
linn in the Siar office several times. Air. 
Dunsmuir's name was mentioned to me by 
Dr. lirifhn in a conversation which took 
place in the Windsor Hotel. Dr. Griffin 
said he considered Mr. Dunsmuir the big- 
gust enemy ho had. He (Dr. Orillin) 
showed me tho first few lines of a letter 
he had written to Mayor Bate, of Nanai- 
mo. The first pari ot the letter referred 
to Air. Dunsmuir and was far from being 
complimentary. I cannot remember any- 
thing else said at, the time. It was quite 
a long time ago— -in May I think. There 
was no one else present when this conver- 
sation took place. 

His Honor- Did the witness say 
whet or Dr. Griffin said why he thought 
Air. Dunsmuir was his greatest enemy 'I 

Air. Taylor — Your honor can ask that 
question if you like. 

His Honor- -You know what should be 
asked bettor than 1. 

Air. Heywood, cross-examined by Air. 
Walker— 1 never had any quarrels with 
Dr. Orillin. They were more burlesques 
than anything else. Just poking fun at 
him for fun. lie did nut do anything to 
me. I knew what he was before ho came 
here, and 1 thought to give him a rap now 
and then wouldn't hurt him. I couldn't, 
say whether it hurt him or not. He never 
said it hurt him. He said he would kill 
me if I ever referred to him again. 1 
took that for burlesque too. He said he 
would either horsewhip me or kill nie if 
I referred to him again. He did not ex- 
actly say it — he swore it. 

Hon, Robert Dunsinuir, recalled — I re- 
member the envelopes I received tho 
threatening letters in. (Two envelopes 
produced). 1 identify the two envelopes 
produced as those in which 1 received two 
..i i lie live threatening letters. 

Air. Walker was asked if ho wished to 
cross-examine before the witness left tho 
itand. He replied, " No," rather care- 
less 1 v. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— 1 wish you would; I 
n isli you would, sir. 

< in the conclusion of tho evidence some 
timu was consumed in correcting a few 
clerical errors in the deposition and Mr. 
Walker remarked, "You had bettor ex- 
amine him all over again. ' 

Mr. Dunsinuir— Do you think I would 
vary, Mr. Walker ! 

Mr. Walker - Oh, no. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— I can assure you I 
would not. 

During Air. Dunsmuir's examination 
Mrs. Griffin had become faint and had 
loft the court room. Ah lie left the stand, 
a series of, piercing shrieks wore hoard 
just outside. Tho crowd of spectators 
hurriedly loft the room and were just in 
time to see Mrs. Griffin handed into a 



in,-?. Thoy returned to tho court room, 
full of sympathy, to seo the husband ap- 
parently laboring hard to control his 
emotion and wiping the perspiration from 
his brow.

Mr. Dunsinuir having signed his deposi- 
tion.

Wo 
have one witness that we are unable to 
get to-day, and whom we must have for 
reasons that 1 cannot now give to tho 
court. 1 will ask your honor to remand 
the case until Monday or any other day 
that you may lix. 

Air. Walker— 1 strongly object. There 
has been no evidence yet produced to 
criminate my client at ail. 

Mr. Taylor— 1 should rather think the 
evidence now on the depositions was suffi- 
cient to establish a prima facie case. 

His honor enquired if Air. Taylor had 
any objection to stating wdio his witness 
was and what ho required to prove by him, 
and ttie counsel for the prosecution replied 
that for the present he bad reasons for not 
stating who tho witness was, or what his 
evidence would show. 

Tho case was accordingly adjourned un- 
til Monday morning,

A FLYING VISIT. 

What an Eastern Lady Haw In Victoria— A 
Picture That Is Not a Photograph. 

(Correspondence to tho Montreal " Star.") 
Why is Victoria sad f Because of Van- 
couver. And when 1 tell you about Van- 
couver the reason will appear. But she 
is charming in her sadness, she sits there 
watching the waves of what Bhe fondly 
thought was her own Pacific, like a dear 
old maiden aunt in curl-papers. Very 
"set in her ways" too is Victoria, and 
one of her ways for a long time, and is 
yet, to a certain extent, a dislike for all 
"Canadians,'' as she calls them, I don't 
know what tho original "Canadian" that 
penetrated her fastnesses from tho East 
ever did to Victoria, whether he tlirted 
with her in a financial way, or went buck 
and wrote derogatory newspaper articles 
about her, but he must be responsible 
for this otherwise unaccountable preju- 
dice. For Victoria is not Canadian, ex 
cept by grace and Confederation — oh no ! 
Pre-eminently British. There is always 
a man-of-war at Esquimalt — which you 
are to pronounce as it is spoiled, with a 
long i, and an accent on it, and not "Es- 
kimo" as you are tempted to do — and the 
officers loud their brass buttons and sun- 
burned complexions to Victoria society 
the year round. There are games on 
" the green " which quite remind 
you of Goldsmith, and box-bordered 
garden paths, and Government buildings 
of the most quaint design, one story, of 
dull red brick with wooden ornaments, 
each department housed separately in one 
square. They bad been using the hall of 
legislature for a teachers' examination 
when we saw it, and it was temporarily 
deprived of the dignity which its purpose 
implies. The mace, I know, was lying 
around in quite a casual way, us if it 
knew itself to bo wooden inside and didn't 
care. In an ante- r Join of the hall of jus- 
tice we saw several tin boxes, each with a 
lawyer's name in black letters on it. Wo 
had no business to do such a thing, but 
one box was open and we looked in. It 
contained the most beautiful gray horse 
hair wig, all in regular and symmetrical 
curls. The eminent counsel who wears it 
must remind himself constantly of tho 
days of Lord Wolseley. It must bo very 
becoming too -at least it was to Louis. 
The best Chinese quarter in Canada, with 
its joss house and opium dens is,of course, 
at Victoria, and one sees in it often the 
picture of the North American 



with the other round 
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part of the opium 
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faced barbarian 
one-hundred tb 
manufactured h 
Canada. On tho raw drug the Ameri- 
can (•overiiinent charges a duty of 
ten dollars a pound, against the one 
dollar imposed here, Our government 
collects one hundred thousand dollars a 
year oil the opium import. Ninety-nine 
hundredth parts of the stuff goes to the 
States, openly or smuggled. The cans 
are sent hither and thither by express to 
evade the American detectives, wdio aro 
as sharp on the Pacific coast as anywhere 
else. Not long ago they seized £2,000 
worth of coutrabraud opium, after devi- 
ous wanderings, in Detroit. Often it 
crosses the continent more than once be- 
fore it reaches tho San Francisco market. 
In Victoria they will show you a safe con- 
taining §25,000 worth of the brown taffy- 
like stulf, a little bluo jar full worth 
twenty-live dollars. And you will see a 
Cbinese proprietor on quite a large scale 
dip out what might be a teaspoonful with 
a stick, dab it on a bit of brown paper, 
weigh it carefully and bcII it for ten cents. 
Talking of the Celestials, the general feel- 
ing in British Columbia about, tho Ameri- 
can Chinese Exclusion Act does not seem 
to be one of extreme disapproval. Thoro 
is a hope that it will bring about Chinese 
discrimination in favor of England and 
so of Canada, and the British Columbian, 
whose pretensions to political morality are 
modest, does not hesitate to gloat over 
the prospect of large importations of 
Chinese to be smuggled across the fron- 
tier. Thus doth our neighbor's sin turn 
to good account with us, In tho moan- 
time it is rather pitiful to see the poops 
of two large Canadian vessels, which left 
Shanghai while yet the bill was ponding, 
crowded with Chinamen in bond, who 
cannot leave the ship, and stand in stupid 
WOndor at tho laws of thoso Christians. 

Nobody knows just, why Victoria is so 
conservative, perhaps it is Chinese influ- 
ence wafted across the Pacific. But to 
fully appreciate her conservatism you must 
dine at her big hotel, with its plain old 
silver, Bismarck's cook and dingy horse- 
hair furniture, where tho waiter will ask 
you if you'll " 'ave a slico hbff the joint, 
sir?" drive all about it in tho sleepy Oc- 
tober sunshine and then go back to Van- 
couver and sit down and think. You 
haven't discovered how many people thoro 
aro in Victoria, they seem to bo mostly in 
the house, but you know it, isabout thirty- 
seven years old.
